Mr. Reber also noted that the various sub -committees of the 
Scientific Intelligence Committee were still not receiving com- 
plete cooperation from the scientific people in G-2. Mr. Reber 
will discuss this matter with Dr. Chadwell, and they in turn will 
discuss the matter further with the D/DCI. 


Mr. Reber also reported that he is working on the problem of 
our contacts with representatives of the non-IAC agencies who 
travel abroad. 


The subject of presentation of awards to civilian and military 
personnel of C IA was discussed.
